Pay Twenty-five Billions. 

“ THREE—Germany*is prepared to 
make payments incumbent on her in 
accordance with the agreed program of 
peace up to a maximum sum of one 
hundred of millions of gold ‘marks 
($25,000,000,000), twenty billions by 
May 1, 1926, and the balance (eighty. 
billions) in annual payments without 
interest. These payments shall in 

rinciple be equal to a fixed percentage 
of the German imperial and state reve- 
nues. The annual payment shall be ap- 
proximate to the former peace budget. 
For the first ten years the annual pay- 
ments shall not exceed one billion of 
gold marks a year. The German tax- 
payer shall not be less heavier bur- 
dened than the taxpayer of the most 
heavily burdened state among those 
represented on the reparation commis- 
sion. 

“ Germany presumes in this connec- 
tion that she will not have to make 
any territorial sacrifices beyond those 
mentioned above and that she will re- 
cover her freedom on economic move- 
ment at home and abroad.

“IMMIGRATION AND “AMERICA 


FIRST.” 
ale Representatives in congress are announcing 
ee their determined opposition to restrictive immigra- 

tion. We propound this question: For whom do 
congressmen legislate, Americans or foreigners? 

If they are Americans elected by Americans and 
sworn to uphold Americanism they should think of 
America. If they are going, to represent foreigners 

. as against the best interests of this country they 
should not be in congress. 

The debate on immigration in the house has 
brought forth some acrid comments. I< is the fair- 
est assumption that the antagonists of the bill are 
pleading the cause of the prospective dc :irable new- 
comer; in which position, if only desirability could 
be assured, they are well grounded and we have no 

- dispute with them; but their zeal for the desirables 
——a theory only, because they cannot vouch for 
them—is very likely to prove the haven of the un- 
desirables and for this réason we urge them to 
consider the welfare of the nation and not the in- 
clinations of an untried polyglot. 

The United States is eager to welcome the de- 
sirable newcomer; but equally anxious, nay, more, 
to turn away the violent trouble maker. We are 
threatened with a great influx of immigrants from 
central Europe. What shal] we assume to be the 
reason for this movement: that they are eager for 
the freedom of America; or anxious to escape the 
obligations they have collectively incurred? 

If freedom, we may suggest that they are getting 
more of it in central Europe than they bargained 
for. But in Germany and Hungary we see a great 
war debt settling; they have just been assured they 
are not the supermen they claimed to be. Yet if 
they are supermen let them prove it by overcom- 
ing adversity. That is where a superman makes 

But suppose our bars are let down and they flock 
to our shores; and that in another generation we 
are vanquished (which God forbid) in a disastrous 
war; who, think you, would first with all celerity 
get out of America and disavow the obligation? 
Have you the remotest doubt that it would be the 
whole souled American with the traditions of the 
nation at heart who would stay, shoulder the load, 
fight back and stand by when the going is. bad? 
We do not say that all immigrants are fleeing 
their obligations, Many of them are inspired by 
noble ambitions. But this particular time, while it 
may be bad for the immigrants, is an exceedingly 
propitious time for us to look to the state of the 
nation. And we may broadly assume that if for- 
eigners scurry away from European obligations 
they will not be less nimble to quit America under 
similar circumstances. Good citizens are best in 
adversity. 
America certainly enjoys the right to select the 
members of the national household. Furthermore, 
bloodthirsty radicals are not seeking improve- 
_ ment under our standard of morals, but rather to 
, destroy. Nor is this a speculation, but a fact of 
which we have had ample: proof throughout the 
war, proof which still is existent. 
Restrictive immigration should be adopted and 
‘without delay. Radicals may not be fire, but they 
are fuel. If we extend hospitality to bolshevists 
we ma: not burn, but we'll surelr have fire. 
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THE “ONE BIG UNION.” 

The leaders in the American Federation of Labor 
have never countenanced the methods which were 
attempted by the unions in Seattle and which have 
more recently been employed by the labor organ- 
izations fh Winnipeg and Toronto. In general, we 
believe, the federation is opposed to sympathetic 
strikes. It is certainly opposed to the Canadian 
echeme for one big union. 

The single union idea runs directly pithy to 
Principles of the Federation of Labor, which is an 
association of a great number of unions, each rep- 
resenting a single craft or trade. It is obvious that 
in “one big union” the basic structure would nec- 
esgarily be changed. The bricklayer, the-mechanic, 
and the musician would each participate, not as 
|’ members of separate unions organized to promote 
their separate and sometimes conflicting interests, 


whether skilled or unskilled. 

Such a system apparently involves the unques- 
tioned submiesion of the members of every trade 
to the dictation of the leaders regardless of the 
controversy. The era] strike would be the rule, 
not the exception. Weaker labor organizations 
might perhaps gain a temporary benefit by an 
amalgamation of this kind, but it is bound to place 
a heavy burden on the unions that are more favor- 
ably situated. Take the case of a union that has 
established its position and obtained a satisfactory 
settlement with the employers. How can such a 
- wnion fail to suffer by the new arrangement if it 

is always subject to orders to lay down tools—or- 
ders that might be issued, for example, in the in- 
terest of a group of unskilled laborers in a distant 
city?

E. D. C. writes: “I ‘notice fre- 
quent queries from tubercular persons 
asking where ‘they can find a cure. You 
recommend New Mexico, but I cannot re- 
call that at any time you, have special- 
ized locality. Many go to Albuquerque 
and find the heat of summer too enervat- 
ing. The same is true of many other 
places. Santa Fe provides the ideal 
conditions unless the person is in the 
last stage of the disease improvement 
begins as soon as the proper regime is 
observed.

TRE LIBRARY SERVICE. 
Chicago, May 29.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]—Your interesting editorial.on ‘* Ex- 
tending the Library Service” certainly 
appeared at the right moment. 
We have long been conscious of a want 


of cohesion and a certain loss of effec- 
tiveness in our branch system, composed 
as it’ is ofa large number of smali— 
often too small—installations which were 
hurriedly placed all over the city some 
years ago in an effort to make our pub- 
lic library reach more of our people, 

‘We are therefore beginning a system of 
key branches or headquarters’ branches— 
we call them regional branches—one for 
each of five grand divisions of the city, 
to supplement, support, and réinforce 
the smaller branches and book deposits, 


them, and to become the heart and nerve 
center for all library ee in the re- 
gion. 

The first of these is the wears E. tas 
ler branch, now in course of erection at 
Crawford avenue and Monroe street. 

The building will be 183 feet long, 80 
feet deep, and two stories high, with a 
very spacious basement. It will pro- 
vide stack capacity for 100,000 volumes 
and storage capacity for as many more, 
the former for patrons of the building, 
the latter for distribution to other west 
side branches now in operation or to 
be established. There will be two beau-. 
tiful reading rooms, for adults and ju- 
veniles respectively, a story hour room, 
study alcpves, and seminar rooms, and 
a very complete collecticn of books in 
all classes. Special efforts will be made 
to serve the students in the numerous 
colleges and professional scHools as well 
as the grammar and high schools. A 
library of books in raised type will be 
installed, and weekly hours for reading 
to the blind will be instituted. A garage 
and compléte auto truck service are in- 
cluded in the plan. 

The west side is a city in itself, com- 
parable in area, population, and indus- 
tries to such cities as Cleveland, Pitts- 
burgh, or Detroit. This regional branch 
will in some respects become a complete 
public library in miniature for a city.

Warns Ministers 


Against “Dictatorship 

of the Proletariat’ 
BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 
_ “The dictatorship of the proletariat 
is as dangerous as the dictatorship of 


autocracy,” said the Rev. E. F. Tittle, 
pastor of the First Methodist Episcopal 


ehurch, Evanston, in his sermon yes-| 


terday morning. 

Dr. Tittle preached the baccalaureate 
sermon for the Garrett Biblical insti- 
tute, which began today its annual com: 
Mencement. His subject was “The 
Minister for the New Day.” Dr. Lynn 
Harold Hough, the newly elected presi- 
dent. of Northwéstern university, of- 
fered prayer; Dr. Charles M. Stuart, 


President of the institute, presided, and | 


the Rev. David Hanly, who was in the 
Sraduating class of fifty years ago, pro- 
nounced the benediction. Dr. Stuart 
announced the graduating class num- 
bered fifty and $130,000 had been sub- 
scribed during the year to the endow- 
ment fund of the institute. 


“The cure for autocracy is democ. 


racy, not another kind of autocracy,” 
said Dr. Tittle. 

“If what we are compelled to choose 
is an autocracy based on education and 
experience and an autocracy based on 


ignorance and inexperience, it will not! 


be hard to choose. The world will not | 
long endure the dictatorship of the 
Proletariat, for even the thinking 
among the proletariat will seek freedo 
from its restraints. 

“A man who will send a bomb 
through the mails is a brutal, cruel 
eoward who hurts by his ignorance and 
passion what he intends to help. 

“A recent writer has said if present 
conditions continue i: Hungary it will 
mean the intellectual and moral ruin 
of the country. . 

“The minister for the new day must 
recognize this condition in the eco- 
nomic struggle, but he must also see 
there is going on more than a struggle 
for bread. It is a struggle for a larger 
and freer life.” st
